LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Presi- 


dent Lyndon B. Johnson appar- 
ently has the unanimous sup- 
port of members of the Arkan- 
sas Democratic State Commit- 
tee and the committee mem- 
bers feel he will make a strong- 
er race next year in Arkansas 
than the late President Kennedy 
would have. 


The support is not surprising. 


Arkansas Democrats voted for 
Johnson at the 1960 Democratic 
National Convention. 


The sentiments of the com- 


mittee were summed up by re- 
tiring chairman Tom Harper of 
Fort Smith, who said, "We told 
everybody1 at Los Angeles that 
Johnson would make a good 
president." 


Harper said, in casting Ar- 


kansas' vote for Johnson at the 
convention, "From now on Ar- 
kansas casts 26 votes for Lyn- 
don Johnson." He said the Ar- 
kansas delegation had no inten- 
tion of changing as long as 
Johnson was in contention. 


The Associated Press polled 


about a dozen members of the 
state committee today and all 
said they felt Johnson would be 
a stronger candidate in 1964 
than Kennedy would have been. 


All also said they feel John- 


son has handled himself well 
during the month he has been 
In ofi ice. 


"He certainly a s s u m e d 


charge anci has either taken ad- 
vantage of past momentum or 
developed some himself," said 
Sam Levine of Pine Bluff. 


Said Pickens, "I don't see 


how any man c a u l d have 
stepped into the job and done 
better." 


State Sen. John Moore of Tex- 


arkana said, "He has pleased 
many members of both parties 
by his economy moves, al- 
though he has stepped on pome 
toes in making these moves."

Johnson's First 
Diplomacy Talk 
Is Successful

JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP) 


—President Johnson's first ven- 
ture into the deep water of per- 
sonal diplomacy was a success, 
according to G e r m a n and 
American informants who had 
a part in his two-day meeting 
with West German Chancellor 
Ludwig Erharcl. 


If nothing else, the two new 


leaders in the West's struggle 
with the East got to know each 
other and reached "full agree- 
ment and understanding." 


The phrase is a stock one in 


the copy book of diplomats. But 
this time, said Erhard, "it is not 
a diplomatic statement. It is 
just the truth." 


A communique issued Sunday 


after their meetings declared 
that Johnson and Erhard were 
agreed "that it is highly im- 
portant to continue to explore 
all opportunities for the im- 
provement of East - West rela- 
lions, the easing of tensions, 
and the enlargement of the 
prospects of a peace that can be 
stable because it is just." 


This was qualified, though, 


with a declaration that there 
"should be no arrangement" 
that would perpetuate a divided 
Germany. 


Erhard, holding a news con- 


ference at Austin's Bergstrom 
Air Force Base just before his 
jet transport left for Bonn, em- 
phasized a willingness to ex- 
plore "new alleys" that might 
lead to agreements with the 
Soviet Union. 


The rotund chancellor de- 


scribed 
his 
meeting-of-minds 


with Johnson on this subject as 
"a step forward in view'of the 
readiness to take new initiatives 
and to open discussions on pos- 
sibilities that might exist." 


Some queston about Erhard's 


enthusiasm toward East-West 
talks was raised Saturday night 
after, hii press secretary, Karl- 
Gunther yon Hase, said the 
German leader found Soviet re- 
sponses to conciliatory Western 
moves "not very encouraging." 
It was said later, however, that 
Erhard had the Berlin and Ger- 
man problems uppermost in his 
mind in making the assess- 
ment. 


The central issues at the con- 


ference were trade and related 
economic questions, rather than 
East-West problems, informants 
said. 


German observers noted that 


Erhard was aware that French 
President Charles de Gaulle 
will not likely be too pleased 
with the communique's urging 
greater economic integration of 
Europe and approving the U.S. 
position that both agricultural 
and industrial products must be

Stote Forest 
Fires Worst 
Since 1954 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-A dry 


spring and a prolonged drought 
in the fall resulted in Arkansas' 
worst year for forest fires since 
1954. 


The state lost 168,429 acres to 


fires this year. This is 1,02 per 
cent of the 16,535.000 acres the 
state Forestry Commission is 
charged with protecting. 


State Forester Fred Lang said 


1963 marked only the fifth time 
in the commission's history that 
the forest fire loss has gone over 
one per cent. 


The worst year was 1952 when 


the percentage hit 2.1. 


Last week's snow reduced the 


forest fire danger at year's end 
and the loss between now and 
Jan. 1 was expected to be small. 


But, Lang warned, the state 


is 19.5 inches short on rainfall 
for the year and it carried over 
a 6.5 inch shortage from last 
year. 


"So it's pretty dry out there," 


Lang said. "The notential dan- 
ger is there and we'll face it 
again as soon as the snow is 
gone." 
. The Harrison area was the 
hardest'hit this year. An out- 
| break of fires in the spring and 
higher than average losses in 
the fall put the Harrison area 
percentage at 3.16 for the year. 


As always, losses in North Ar- 


kansas were greater than those 
in South Arkansas. North Ar- 
kansas' year-long 
percentage 


was 1.56 and South Arkansas' 
.813. 


Other years in which loss ex- 


ceeded one per cent were 1934, 
1943 and 1954.

21 Persons Die in 
FloridaHotelFire, 
Donna Escapes

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) 


—Ashes and blackened debris 
in the Hotel Roosevelt's once- 
grand ballroom held the secret 
today to the cause of a fire 
which left 21 dead and 66 in- 
jured. 


Flames burst 
out 
Sunday 


morning in or around the main 
floor ballroom, spewing heavy 
smoke and deadly gases up- 
ward through the 12-story, 300- 
room hotel, packed with nearly 
500 Gator Bowl weekend guests. 


Nineteen victims were as- 


phyxiated by smoke and fumes. 


Sudden disaster struck on a 


brisk, calm Sunday morning, 
handing Jacksonville its worst 
tragedy in history. 


One woman died in a plunge 


from an upper story window. An 
assistant fire chief died of a 
heart attack.

Mayor Haydon Burns, com- 


missioner of the police and fire 
departments, said city fire mar- 
shals inspected the hotel within 
the past 10 days and found it 
complied with all fire safety 
rules. 


"There is no negligence in- 


volved in this fire in any way," 
the mayor said. "We know that 
the origin was in the ceiling of 
the ballroom, but the cause has 
not yet been determined."

Thinks Prices 
in 1964 to 
Remain Stable 


By ADREN COOPER 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


U.S. economy probably will ex- 
lend 5 per cenl to another rec- 
ord in 1904 and prices will re- 
main fairly stable, says Secre- 
tary of Commerce Luther H. 
Hodges. 


In his annual review and out- 


look on the state of the na- 
tion's economy, Hodges said 
personal income lias bounded 
upward $300 per person in three 
years, and may rise $100 more 
in 19G4. 


Persona] income now aver- 


ages $2,500 a year for every 
man, 
woman and child. The 


category includes wages, sala- 
ries, rents, dividends, farm and 
small business profits, and oth- 
er forms of individual income. 


The total of such payments 


was estimated at $4(33 billion 
for 1963, an increase of $21 bil- 
lion over the previous year. 


The gross national product 


(GNP) 
— the total of all goods 


and services, both private and 
public— was $584 billion for 1963 
and by the end of the year was 
running at a rate of about $600 
billion, 


"If the lax cut is enacted 


soon, the GNP for 1964 could 
easily 
exceed 
$620 billion," 


Hodges said in his statement 
Sunday. This would represent 
an increase of 5 per cent after 
allowing for a slight increase in 
prices. 


If Congress does not enact a 


tax cut, Hodges said, "Pros- 
pects for continuous expansion 
through all of 1964 and into 1965 
would be seriously impaired." 


Hodges tempered his forecast 


by noting the continuing high 
rate of unemployment, unused 
plant capacity and the persist- 
ent flow of dollars to foreign 
countries. The dollar outflow — 
the deficit in the U.S. balance of 
international payments — was 
$2.6 billion for the first nine 
months of the year even though 
it declined sharply at midyear. 


Erhard Back 
Home After 
Conference 


BONN, 
Germany 
(AP) — 


Chancellor Ludwig Erhard re- 
turned home today and said 
President Johnson is expecting 
West Germany to come up witn 
new suggestions for easing ten- 
sions witli the Soviet Union. 


This, he explained, is because 


Germany lies nearer Russia 
geographyically. He did not say 
whether President Johnson had 
specified what kind of proposals 
these should be. Nor did he of- 
fer any. 


Erhard and Johnson agreed in 


Texas that efforts should be 
pressed to ease tensions. 


Erhard said the United States 


does not want the West Ger- 
mans to do anything to compli- 
cate the Berlin situation. The 
main problem in Berlin now is 
what should be done to prolong 
the holiday arrangement under 
which the Communists have al- 
lowed West Berliuers to make 
brief visits to East Berlin.

The army of the north, com-

gaining control of the northern 
gateway to the United States. 


He worked furiously, ignoring 


the wound that still caused him 
discomfort. His personal ene- 
mies were not idle while he la- 
bored. A group of disgruntled 
officers, led by John Brown and 
James Easton, outraged him 
by charging that he had made 
a personal profit from the sup- 
plies confiscated at Montreal. 
Benedict demanded

court- 


martial to clear his name, and 
General Gates obligingly set up 
a board. By the time it con- 
vened, Benedict was busy1 train- 
ing a navy, and in no position 
to find the time to devote to 
his self-defense, he quarreled 
with the board. 


Gates was alarmed and, 


afraid he might lose the serv- 
ices of his most talented subor- 
dinate, was relieved when Bene- 
dict suggested that the entire 
matter be reffered to the Con- 
gress. Gates acted accordingly, 
and Benedict was able to give 
his entire attention to the Brit- 
ish. Carleton had more ships, 
more men and heavier guns, 
but the Americans surprised 
him before he was ready to 
fight. 


The two forces met in a se- 


ries of sharp engagements in 
late September and October. 
The ultimate issue was never in 
doubt, yet Benedict's princi- 
pal objective was to buy time, 
and in this he succeeded bril- 
liantly. Carleton managed to de- 
stroy the better part of the 
American fleet, but Benedict 
mauled the enemy so severely 
that Ticonderoga was saved. 
Carleton then held a council of 
war and agreed with Lord Bur- 
goyne and his other command- 
ers that it would be too dan- 
gerous to attack the fort until 
the following spring.
